Claims 1,7, 9 and 12-14 are pending. 
Response to the arguments :- 

Applicants argue that the initial burden is on the examiner to show that the substitutions would 
in fact change the properties. 

Applicants argue that the US "656 publication taught the similar various substitutions for 
example Fig 49, where Rl, R" and R'" are substitutions (e.g., alkyl or aryl) similar to R1-R10 in 
claim 1. 

This is not convincing as in the same reference it clearly states that the variables should give 
different color emissions and may have different carrier transport rate.

luminescent compound and an organic electroluminescent device using the same that 
offers improved luminescent efficiency and driving voltage characteristics. 
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And [0013] It is therefore an object of the present invention to provide a red 
luminescent compound with improved luminescent efficiency, an organic 
electroluminescent device and an image display using the red luminescent compound. 

Thus from the prior art it is evident that the substitutions show different luminescent properties. 

The rejection still stands.
